GOKIH, Mo, Sept. 18—The Colorado 


and Utah express on the Santa Fe was 
held up by robbers at 3.30 this morn- 
ing. Owing to the fact tnat the rail- 
road and express officials had a spy on 
the trail of-the bandits when they 
stopped the train, they met a hail of 
buckshot and bullets and it is said at 
least two lie dead in the surrounding 
woods, while as many others rode for 
their rendezvous, twenty-one 
miles 


away, filled with leaden pellets. 


They were novices in the art of train 


robbery, and brutal ones at that, for 
they shot "Dad" Prescott, the engineer, 
before they even gave him a chance to 
hold up his hands. His wound, it is 
believed, will not prove fatal. 


The raid was planned three weeks 


ago, but not put into execution till 
this morning. 


When the train left Chicago, at 5 


o'clock last evening, railroad and ex- 
press detectives, all walking arsenals, 
climbed on at every station. Chief 
Detective J, J. Kinny, of the Santa Fe, 
with G. C. Montgomery, his right hand 
man, boarded it at Joliet. At Strea- 
tor they were joined by two more men 
who nave been patrolling the line for 
twenty days. 


J. A. Matthews, who has been acting 


the spy for the last two weeks and get- 
ting the news of their plans, put in an 
appearance at Galesburg. He brought 
news that the would-be robbers met 
early in the day and decided to leave 
their hiding place, near Memphis, at 
8:30 o'clock laat night and make their 
third attempt to get rich at the ex 
pense of the express company. They 
expected to make a haul of at least 
150,000, the Monday run being always 
much heavier than any other d.iy of the 
week. 


When the train reached Fort Madi- 


son, Iowa, shortly after midnight, Divi- 
sion Superintendent Stockton, of the 
Wells Fargo Express company, got in 
the rear car. He carried a "sawed off" 
Winchester with a history. 
It be. 


longed to Bill Dalton, and it was but 
poetic justice to turn it loose upon fol- 
lowers in the footsteps of the Kansas 
desperado. With him were four men. 
Their arms were in the express car 
where they had been for several days 
Then a council ol war was held. It 
was first proposed to ambuscade the 
force behind a barricade of trunks and 
boxes in the express car and allow the 
robbers to enter. 


The messenger was to throw up his 


hands and kneel down to open up the 
safe; then he was to fall on the floor 
aud then—why, the "sawed ofi " Win- 
chesters would 
commence to bark. 


Two men were to be stationed on the 
engine to protect the trainmen and an- 
other was to guard the rear. 
This 


scheme was finally abandoned. 
The 


plan adopted was this: 


Detectives Kinney and Montgomery 


boarded the engine. 
Superintendent 


Stockton and two of his good shots tar- 
ried in the express car. But it was in 
the forward end of the smoking car 
that the forces were massed. A parti- 
tion and door incloses half a dozen 
Beats and shuts off the rest of the car 
from it. 
There the men, a dozen of 


them, were planted. Each had one of 
the "sawed offs," every cartridge loaded 
especially for the event with two dozen 
buckshot by Superintendent Stockton. 


There wtia only one passenger in that 


compartment, and he was requested by 
the brakeman to take a seat in the 
chair car, as "they. were going to 
sweep." 


At 2 o'clock, when Sheriff Saling, of 


Scotland county, climbed on board, all 
details of the surprise party were ar- 
ranged.

one man, however, who 


had to be looked out for and protected. 
He was the spy. According to the re- 
port brought in by Matthews, the spy 
would endeavor to be the one who 
flagged the train. If so, oue torpedo 
would preceed the swinging on the 
lantern. In another there would be a 
couple of the tiny bombs. The order 
wae that no matter if every one of the 
guilty ones got away, there was to be 
no shooting to endanger the life of the 
man who had, in fact, taken his life in 
his bands in order to frustrate the at- 
tempt air robbery. And to, as the min- 
utes sped on, an unwonted silence set- 
tled down on the train, Pullman car 
conductors and porters sought places of 
safety, and even the trainmen did not 
expose themselves unnecessarily. 


In the little compartment filled with 


armed men the lights were out and the 
windows were up. In each seat were 
two men sitting sideways, the muzzles 
of their guns protruding just a trifle 
(Over the sills. 
Behind them stood 


others, seemingly statues, with Win- 
chesters at half-cock resting on their 
arms. They were waiting for the toi- 
pedo. 


Out from between two high embank 


meats, just oue mile from Gorin, aped 
the train. One minute more and the 


anxious watchers would know whether 
they again had their labor in vain. 
Then came the crack of the looked 
and longed for signal. There was but 
one. A moment and a shrill, sharp 
whistle gave token that the engineer 
had heard, and almost before his hand 
left the valve, across the tracks, not 
fifty yards away, swung a red light. A 
grinding of wheels along the rails told 
that the air had been applied, and 
within twenty seconds from the explos- 
ion of the torpedo the train was at a 
standstill. Out from the dense under- 
growth near the track came four forms. 
The face of each was hidden by a black 
mask. One, more agile than the rest, 
rushed to the engine almost before his 
companions could reach the express 
oar. He carried a riile and when within 
ten feet of the engineer brought it to 
his shoulder, pointed it al "Dad" Pres- 
cott, the white bearded engineer, and 
as he shouted "hold up your hands," 
pulled the trigger. 


His aim was true, and "Dad" fell to 


the floor of his cab with a bullet in hia 
right breast. With one bound Kinney 
gained the top of the tender, and bring- 
ing his gun to his shoulder, eeut a load 
of nbot almost into the face of the 
masked individual. How on earth the 
fellow ever managed to move six 
inches is a mystery; but he did, and 
made for the woods. 


The shot which laid Eugineer Prea- 


cott low was the signal ;for a fusilade, 
and was echoed aud reechoed from 
bank to bank and through the woods. 
It was also the signal for a hasty re- 
treat to the shelter of the timber on the 
part of the greatly surprised individu 
als whose featuies were hidden by 
masks. Not until they reached the 
timber did they answer; then they 
only fired two shots. 
But their aim 


was not good, and although men were 
leaning from the car windows and pull- 
ing triggers aa fast as possible, while 
others had jumped to the earth and 
were after them on foot, they failed to 
hit a man. 


According to 
the program their 


horses were hitched not over 100 yards 
away. When the posse from the train 
reached the spot they saw one animal, 
a gray, galloping north. A well direct- 
ed shot brought it low, but there was 
no rider on its back. The place where 
the horses were tied was soon found, 
and cut hitching straps showed that 
one man, at least, had life enough left 
to make his escape. 
SheriB Sailing 


took the saddle, blanket and bridle 
from the dead gray, and says by their 
aid he will have no trouble in identify- 
ing the owner. - The search for dead 
and wounded was postponed until day- 
light. But the. chase after the one or 
ones who escaped was started within 
ten minutes alter the shooting ended. 
The sheriff secured horses hero and 
with half a dozen men started north. 
They know the men and are confident 
they will have them in custody soon.

This was within the last forty 
ears, prior to which time Japan was in 
,ch a benighted condition that no 
plomatic 
communication was had 


ith her. In 1858 Secretary of State 
ewis Caes sent Townsend Harris, of 
ew York, as consul general and after- 
ard as minister to J apan. 
He was 


ie first official of the kind Japan had 
•er seen. 
He took his life in his 


mds by pushing inland, going to the 
at of government at Yeddo, where he 
ucceeded in making an advantageous 
eaty. This served as the basis for 
ibsequent treaties with Great Britain, 
rugsia, France, Switzerland and other 
luntries. In I860 our minister, Mr. 
ortman, had the treaty changed, mak- 
g the tariff rate five per cent, ad 
alorem. Other countries secured the 
me change. These old treaties are 
ill in force-and are the ones about to 
superceded by the new series of 
eaties. 
The main feature of the new treaties 
that they recognize Japan as a full 
ea*y-making power and make com- 


mercial arrangements with her accord- 


igly. The old treaty gave the United 
tates a, uniformiariff rate of 5 per 
ent. ad valorem for sending goods 
to Japan, although the country was 


eft free to impose such tariff rates as 
ie saw fit against Japan. 
The new 


reaty will raise the Japanese rates on 
he principle that the government is 
ow able to enact » just and enlight- 
ned tariff law of its own. 
The rate 


imports from the United States in 


nderstood to be from 0 to 8 per cent, 
nd to be a specific instead of an ad 
alorem duty. This is the rate in the 
ritish treaty, and the purpose is to 
ave them alike. 
Anothor important change is open- 


ng up Japan to Americans and other 
oreigners. The old treaties restrict 
oreigners to certain designated treaty 
orts. Japan now proposes to throw 
pen her entire country, making only 
ne reservation against the alien owner- 
blip of land, similar to the laws in some 


American states. With this reservation 


mericans and other foreigners will be 
llowed to conduct business, lease land, 
to, in any part of Japan.

ther hand Japan desires by the new 
reatiestorid herself of the consular 
ourts and other 
foreign tribunals 


which sit at the treaty ports and have 
urisdiction over all cases, civil and 
iriminal, in which a foreigner was a 
>arty. These courts were established 
in the theory that eastern countries 
were extremely cruel in their puniah- 
ment,bnt as the Japanesejudicial system 
s now patterned after that of eastern 
countries it is felt that full justice will 
>e accorded foreigners in Japan with- 
out the. continuance of the foreign 
courts. With Great Britain, the United 
Hates and Germany joining in the 
recognition of Japanese advancement, 
the country will in effect be officially 
received as one of the fully civilized 
treaty making nations.

bark Helen N. Almy, just returned 
froui a trading voyage among the islands 
of the South Pacific, brings the story of 
a tropical princess, half English and 
half native, who rules over the Manua 
groups against her wishes, though her 
subjects worship her alter the fashion 
that the Coreans worship their king, or 
as the Peruvians humbled themselves 
before the virgins of the sun. 


History repeats itself in the biog- 


raphy of Margaret Young, the English 
name of the prisoner princess, for the 
story of Francis Young, a sailor who 
landed at the island of Tau nearly 100 
years ago, is recalled. This man mar- 
ried a Tau native woman who was 
queen of the group. His son by her 
wedded a half breed maiden. Margaret 
Young is the daughter of that son. 
Through the death of all the heirs ap- 
parent to the throne of the Manuas, 
Miss Young found herself called upon 
to assume the power of mistress of the 
islands. This news was conveyed to 
her at Apia some montns ago by a dele- 
gation of chiefs from Manua and she 
was forced by the laws of hereditary ob- 
taining in the southern Archipeligo to 
accompany them back to Tau, where 
she was immediately installed as queen. 


Grsat interest is lent to the case of 


the girl, who is but twenty two years of 
8ge, by the report that she is highly 
educated and was at the time of her 
sudden call from Apia, happily pursu- 
ing the course of her studies at a Cath- 
olic convent. 


Captain Luttrel, of the Amy, and 


his wife, who accompanied him on his 
last trip, were the first white people 
permitted to interview the queen and 
obtained from her majesty the story 
that her life was one of misery in spite 
of the professional respects shown her 
by her native subjects. She is a ruler 
that is compelled to maintain an 
odious reserve, the sanctity of her 
dwelling being rigidly preserved by 
fierce warriors, who stand ready to de- 
capitate the bold intruder who dares to 
enter the queen's sacred presence with- 
out first being especially appointed by 
the spirit fires and summoned by a 
council of chiefs 


"The grand chief of the group is the 


only man that is allowed to approach 
the queen," explained Captain Luttrel. 
"He attends to her wants, assisted by 
two maids who never leave her side, 
except when they are called upon to do 
her bidding. Should any native desire 
to pay tribute to her in the shape of 
fish or fowl he must fasten his gift on 
the end of a bamboo pole, advance 
with closed eyes and thrust the stick 
through the doorway of the palace. 
Queen Margaret, as we will term her, is 
not allowed to walk outside the cabin 
limils. She must be carried on a litter 
by her maids, and when she ventures 
forth upon such a journey the subjects 
are ordered, under pain of death to 
keep hidden in their respective dom- 
iciles." 


The captive queen explained to Lut- 


trell that she desired to be freed, but 
had never dared to say so to those who 
held her prisoner. She explained that 
her subjects were kind hearted and 
meant to cause her no unhappiness, 
but they religiously followed the cus- 
toms of their ancestors in acting as 
they do toward her.
